Hence the book has been named “Officers’ fuend m Ajmer- 
Merwara ”

prosperity are the result of the rule The people shaie m it m every

3 The early History of Ajmer commences in the 
2nd Century A D with the lule of the Chohans, the last 
born of the Agm-Kulas and the biavest of the Rajput 
races. Historians tell us that the fort and city of Ajmer 
weie founded by Raja Aja, a descendant of Anhal the 
first Chohan m the year 145 A. D He first built a fort 
on the Nagpahai Hill and then on the lull now known as 
Taragarli In the valley now known as Inderkot, he 
built a town which he called (Ajai-meru) after his own 

name and which has since become famous as Ajmer. 

/ 

4 Very little is known of the early history of Mer- 
wara befoie the year 1818, when the British Government 
occupied it The country was inhabited by plundering 
races, who did not care for aguculture. 

Before 1835 a small village of some 30 or 40 houses 
stood close to the Cantonment of Beawai . In that year 
Colonel Dixon, the Superintendent of Meiwara, laid the 
foundation of the new town of Beawar (also called the 
Naya Nagar) which today ranks among the important 
markets for cotton trade. 

5. The portion of the Ajmer District lying to the 
North and West of Neemuch, Kishangarh is mostly hilly 
although some groups of villages lying to the North-west 
of the Beawar- Ajmer Railway lines are situated m plains 
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of sandy soil The remaining portion is free fiom lulls 
The hilly portion of the Province is a pait of the Aravali 
ran^e which extends tin ougliout the Beawar and Todgarh 
Tehsils These hills are mostly barren andthe little 
tnnhei found on some of them is only useful as fuel 

The portions uhich have been reseived by the Forest 
Department produce grass in small quantity Many 
Nullahs and sti earns issue fiom them but they do not 
form an} permanent source of water supply. 

The Distiict of Merwara is lnlly, except m the Beawar 
Tehsil where the country is hat and open This portion 
includes the plains of Jawaja, Rajiawas and the town of 
Na) anagar The highest peaks in the Todgarh range are 
Birjal ka Paliar, Goram Danta, Mangalji ka Danta and 
Beawar, Chang and Hathun. In xljmer, Taragarh is the 
highest 

6 Properly speaking the district has no rivers but 
5 streams viz (1) The Banas, (2) The Kharee, (3) 
The Dai, (4) The Sagaimati and (5) The Saiaswati — 

(1) The Banas which takes its rise from the 
Aiawali hills in Meywar, benefits only the 
Istamran parganah of Sawar. 

(2) The Kharee Nuddi takes its rise m the State 
of Udaipur and after forming the boundary 
between Meywar and Ajmer falls into the 
Banas at the Northern extremity of the 
Sawar Perganah. 

(3) The Dai Nudee is arrested in the early parts 
of its comse by the Niaran embankment. 
Thence it flows by Sarwar (belonging to 
Kishengarh) and Baghera and eventually 
falls* into the Banas.

(4) The Sagaimuti lises in the Anasagai lake 
m Ajmer, and. after flowing through the 
" Ajmer valley takes a sweep northwards hy 
Bhaonta and Pisangan to Govmdgaili. 
Here it joins the Saraswati which cames 
the drainage of the Pushkei valley and fiom 
this point onward the united stream is called 
the Lum or Salty nvei It is on this stream 
which mns into the Runn of Cutch that 
Marwar chiefly depends foi what feitility it 
has The branches of these streams 1 mi- 
ning northwaid aie many and there aie 
some independent sti earns running into the 
Sambhai Lake, but none of them aie woith 
mentioning here 

7 The country aiound Pushker which is hilly and 
sandy, retains natural rain foiming reservoirs of a some- 
what permanant nature 

There aie foui natural reservons m the distuct— (1) 
Pushker Lake, (2) Lake known as Budha Pushkei 
Both are depressions among sand hills without any outlet, 
but exercise a considerable influence by peicolation 
through the sand hills in then neighbouihood 

o » , 

In Merwara there are 2 natural basms of Sargaon and 
of Kurantia, both near Beawai A passage for the escape 
of watei of Sargaon has been cut thiough the sand hills 
and the bed is now regulaily cultivated foi the spung 
crops. That of Kurantia lies amongst hills and is of no 
use for mngation. 

8 There is no permanant supyly of watei m the 
wells of the district, they all depend on rainfall In 
the Ajmer district where the beds of the Nullahs aie 

, sandy, a sufficient amount of uater is absorbed duinig 



the iams to supplv the wells But the-> cnn only be 
profitably dug within a short distance from the stieam. 

East of the Si inagar lulls and sketching south to 
Nasuabid is the Ramsai circle The capabilities of irn- 
gation are better here than in othei cncles, as most 
villages have one 01 mote tanks consttucted bv Colonel 
Dixon bv building long embankments which dam up 
broad' shallow valleys 01 depiessions m the plain In 
some part>, however, especially towards Ramsar there is a 
huge quantity of salt m the soil Villages directly irrigated 
from Ramsai, Dabtela and Niaian tanks also those that 
feel the effects of these tanks have been given a variable 
assessment so too have villages lying m a cluster lound 
Jhilaoia, Kanpuia and Rampuia, wheie theie are nume- 
rous wells and wheat is famous 

Deianthun lies west of Ramsar where there are some 
excellent tanks and some good well cultivation 

The Pushkei circle contains few tanks of any note, 
but almost all the villages have wells dependent on the 
pei eolation of the Saiswati, in which the supply is 
constant and good and this helps in growing sugeicane and 
other ciops without irrigation The hillocks of sand, if 
moist pioduce where cultivated, crops of Bajra with 
little lam 

The Gngwana cncle occupies the plain between the 
Noithein extension of the Nagh Pahar on the west, and 
the Si inagar and Rishengarli hills on the south This 
plain drains to tbe North towaids the Sambhar Lake the 
well laud lies mostly along tbe main diainage channels 
and except under the bills to the south' and west there 
are few tanks Along the lines where wells can be made 
and under the tanks tkei e is much good cultivation, but 
m its general character the circle is a bioad unirrigated 
plain. It is essentially the circle of variable assessment.

In Merwaia wheie the beds of the diainage channels 
arc rocky and the slope of the country greater, the lam- 
fall cannot be anested but rapidly flows off into Marwar 
and Meywar and benefits the country but little as the 
soil js shallow and umetentne of moisture. 

In }eais when the rainfall is a complete failure all 
the smaller tanks aie empty although some land forming 
beds of the laiger tank can be cultivated. 

9. A village is a fiscal division, a hamlet, a tovnship 
consisting not only of the residential houses of the inhabi- 
tants, but also of a tract of conntiv around them within 
defined boundaries including aiable and pasture lands, 
noods, waste lands, and souices for the supply of watei. 
The organisation of such townships prevails in principal 
towns throughout India, but differs m details in different 
parts of the country In Ajmer- Meiwara the constitution 
of a village tenure is similar to that of a joint family 
avstem in which the income and liabilities aie joint, hut 
if on account of continued possession some of the common 
lands become the exclusive piopeity of any membei he 
becomes the propuetoi This division has been going on 
from the beginning and the common lands aie becoming 
the propei tv of a sole piopnetoi who is called locally a 
“Khewatdai” oi a “Bisvadai”. The uncliv ldod common- 
lands remain then joint pi operty so long as they me not 
divided This system is called locally “Bhaichana Gair 
Mukammil”. 

Thus a Khewatdar is one - who has got pi opi ietory 
rights in the village lands m his possession, while a non- 
khewatdai is one who has no such lights m the land. 
If lie gets any land for cultivation he must as a suboidi- 
nnte to the piopnetoiy bodv, pay to the khewatdai taxes 
foi his lesidence m the Milage and for gia/ing his caltle 
in the village common land. 
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10 The afoiesakl system refeis only to villages in 
which the Government has full lights of recovering leve- 
nue fiom then malguzais In Jagn villages, m which 
the Government has gi anted the right of collecting levnue 
to certain poisons 01 institutions, the woicl khewatdar 
applies onl^ to sucli cultivatois who 01 whose forefathers 
have leceived puttas fiom the Jagudais foi the improve- 
ments of then lands In Istnnaiaii villages the Istim..rai* 
dar himself is a lvhewatdai (landlord ) of the village and 
the lesidents of th.it village aie nothing moie than tenants 
at will

the land

11 Excepting in the villages which atcKhalsn, the 
old system of assessment and that of lew mg cash lent m 
Khanf and the division 01 appraisement of Rabi pioduce 
is still in vogue, but the Government ieahsmg the abuses 
of the old system of assessment has commuted it into 
cash system In this “cash system” the Government 
geneially lecoveis only 1 /6th part of the gioss pioduce 
of the two hai vests The valuation thus an i\ eel at is made 
pa i able for a cei tain numbei of yeais which is fixed at 
the time of settlement. 

It is the land revenue only vdiich is fixed m this way 
The watei levenue of the Go\ eminent tanks is geneially 
va liable Owing to' the uncei tain lamfall liheial conce- 
ssions aie given to piopuetors m times of scaicity and 
famine by way of remission of the fixed demand nndei 
the levenue rules Owing to the insufficiency of i ami all 
and the unpioductivity of the soil ceitam Milages have a 
variable assessment vdnch fluctuates harvest by haivest 
rn piopoition to the aiea sown. 

12 The woid “Shamlat” means the joint piopeity 
of all the Khewatdars of the \ lllage 

Besides the Government taxes, the village pi opiietoiy 
body levies dues foi various pm poses of common utility 
The one levied for the cultivation of land is called 
“Lagan Shamlat 

The other for grazing their cattle on the village 
common lands is called “ Gmti “ (cattle tax) and the 
third for the residence of non Khewatdar called “Ixholn” 
or (house tax). The income and expenditure of the 
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above Are in the bands o£ Lambardars and tbe proprietory 
bodies of tbe village Tbe Government does not interfere 
with these. 

13. Much of the village land in the Khalsa area is Grazing 
not brought under cultivation. The village cattle graze 
on it throughout the year and if the rainfall is normal 
the grass general h suffices for the needs of the village. 

In Istimtaii and Jagir areas however thete is generally 
a Bir in each village m which grazing is prohibited during 
the rainy season when grass glows 

The only Bn in the Khalsa area is at Ramsar which 
on account of the present deainess of fodder fetches a 
handsome income Government takes no revenue foi 
lands on whuh <rrass alone grows, but the J.igndars and 
Istimrardar take a large amount either m the shape of 
grazing fee or by diwdmg the giass between himself and 
the tenant In all villages cows and bullocks used for 
agriculture aie generally exempt fiom gia/mg tax , but it 
is chaiged fiom other milch cattle, goat and sheep, many 
of the lull tiacts mentioned in para 5 supra ha\e been 
taken under the management of the foiest depaitnient 
m which fice giazing at certain penod of the year is 
allowed to tbe Khewatdars of the village in which the 
hills lie The only shaie which the forest department 
receives under the rules is one head load of grass cut - 
from that forest. 

14 Besides the grass the “Ivarab” of Jawar Bhu ea and 
Bajia and Mazie, dry lea\es and stems of Uid, Moong, 6traw * 
Kulath and the Bhusa of Rabi crops, are also used as 
fodder In years of normal rainfall the grass and 
stalks of fodder generally suffice for the maintenance of 
tbe cattle, while in bad years, when nothing can grow 
without rainfall, and when even Government Forest

reserves are denuded of grass, cattle geneially , migrate 
to distant places towards Gwalior and Malwa, 

15 Except m certain tracts towards the Istimiari 
parganalis in Kekn there are no lands in Ajmei-Merwara 
which can giow good crops unless manured But the 
quantity of the manure procuiable haidly suffices for the 
satisfactory cultivation of Chahi and Talabi lands and 
therefore unimgated lands are generally cultivated 
without manure The manure which is geneially used 
is obtained from cattle In certain cases owing to the 
insufficiency of manure a cultivator is compelled to sow 
certain green herbs as metka and San which he mixes 
up with the soil while ploughing Also m the cultiva- 
tion of unimgated lands the cultivator leaves it fallow 
for one or two yeais so that the potentiality of the land 
might be naturally recouped before he cultivates it agam. 
No bones or other scientific preparations are used as 
-manure. 

In some cases the silt brought by ram water into the 
bed of tanks from such areas as grow herbs and other 
green leaves serves the purpose of manure Unlike the 
United Provinces and the Punjab trees do not grow m 
Ajmer-Merwara in abundanee and consequently the 
village people have nothing else but cow-dung to use as 
fuel Thus a laige quantity of manure is wasted. 

16 The rise and fall m prices depend on 
local pioduction which m its turn is dependant 
on seasonal rams. During the last 25 years 
the ^average annual rainfall in Ajmer has 
decreased considerably; while its irregularity 
and unequal distribution are now almost annual 
occurance. Consequently the local production 
can not, even m good years, suffice for its popula- 


Prices. 
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lation. Tins insufficiency maj also be attribut- 
ed partly to the increasing population o£ the 
Ajmer city itself The result is that even m 
normal years import from other distucts is 
essential The second cause which affects the 
juices is the increase of the cotton cultivation 
w Inch has nearly doubled or trebled and has 
thus restricted the cultivation of maze, barley 
wheat etc This cotton has, orr account of 
its high puce, benefitted the cultivatois but 
affected the puce of food stuffs used by non- 

s 

cultivating classes Then the appeaiance of 
famine, scat city, plague, influenza have dimi- 
nished the numerical strength of cultural 
labourers , wages have tiebled and consequently 
the puce of gram has risen 

17. The climate of Ajmer is on the whole very 
good Durmg the summer 4 or 5 days of heat aie 
followed either by a mild dust storm or a mild shower 
to cool the air. Seasons are all moderate and the air 
for the most part of the year dry The average annual 
rainfall is 21 inches

19. The villagers seem to 'appreciate the benefit of 
education, but are too poor to spend anything on it. 
They can not send their children to the Primary Schools 
because they can not afford to employ labour for cultiva- 
tion and cattle. Education is being imparted in the 
village schools on a sound basis m Hindi, leading and 
writing, and in aiithmetic. The village teacheis are 
held m great esteem by the villagers. It is however only 
the Mahajans who take advantage of the Schools the 
other castes being indifferent. 
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20 The villas® gentiv aie wiser nowadays 
although they do not know English , most of them know 
a little Hindi They are good business men, who no 
longer allow themselves to be cheated The}’’ are 
gentlemen. They like military occupation and agricultiue. 
They covet cultuial land and are constantly engaged m 
quail els about boimdanes of land Indeed, in all village 
families theie aie constant quairels even near relations 
me either secretly 01 openly at war with one anothei, 
and these disputes aie often taken to the Civil and Ci ltninal 
Couits Among the Rajputs, Rawats and Meiats such 
quau els fiequeutly lesult in assaults These quanels 
lmn many agncultui al familhes and are the greatest ciuse 
of village life Formeily these quarrels used to he 
settled by the villages among themselves The villager 
isoidtnnuly as submissive as a child but when he is upset, 
he glows veiy suspicious and ciuel and commits acts of 
violence.

21 There is a temple in eveiy Hindu village dedi- 
cated to the village goddess The Ih ah mans oi the 
temple priests visit each Hindu house cai ly eveiy morning 
and tell the people what the day of the week, the dale and 
the month was, collect alms and gne blessings In an 
important Muhammadan village theie is a Masjid to 
which a Mullah is sometimes attached 

22 A Chauludar oi village Watchman is the village 
Police constable He is a half timer His duties are to 
patiol the village all night and keep away thieves and 
bmglais. He gets Rs 5/- a month. To intimate the 
likely thieves of lus watchfulness he coughs often or gives 
a loud cry "when on his round Tins sets the village dogs 
barking which wakes most people and thus the chances 
of a burglaiy are reduced to a minimum He has to 
j-epoit bnths deaths and nm mages and crimes to the'

nearest police station He assists ths police and tlie 
Lambardais m the investigation of cinne. 

23 The important man is the Lambardai or Patel.' 
There is no fixed number of these hut it depends on the 
amount of land and also on the numbei of castes 01 the 
Thoks the village possesses His duties are to collect 
revenue, cesses, mutation fees and othei Government 
demand, as well as the Shamlat dues fiom the villagers 
of theThok. Fiom this he receives 5 peicent as Pioliotra. 
He is considered the leading man m the village He 
helps the revenue and the police officials in all matters 
connected with the village His duties are to supply 
rasad to the officials or officers of the various departments 
touring m the village The office of the Lambardar is 
hei editary. 

24. The Pawari is the village accountant. He 
keeps all Government lecords PIis salary langes from 
15/- to 25/- a month 

25. A medical practitioner usually piactises m 
several villages Hindus and Musalmans have different 
systems of medicine, that of the former is called the 
Ayurvedic oi Vaidyac system and of the lattei Yunam. 

26 The houses of the villagers are miserable huts, 
built of sundned bricks with a roof of mud laid over 
rough jungle wood rafters They usually consist of 2 or 
3 daile lllventilated rooms, with a hole in the loof to 
peumt the escape of smoke when fires aie burnt In 
front is usually a compound sunouuded by a high mud 
wall, in which the kitchen is kept and which is shaied at 
night, between the cattle and the family except during cold 
and lainy seasons, when the family is obliged to occupy 
the rooms Mahajans hve m Pucca houses. They expose 
provisions for sale on a low platform in fiont of their 
houses. 
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27 Each village has an open space used for various 
put poses In the morning the cattle, goats and sheep 
which have been milked in the compound of houses, aie 
mustered there and then taken to the grazing grounds, 
usually at a considerable distance from the village. 

28. Each village has a liatai or a meeting place 
which geneialy consists a thatched shelter. Here the old 
men and the headmen meet to discuss village matteis or 
to gossip and to hear news that may leach them fiom 
outside. 

29. In the Ajmer Distinct recruitment of soldiers 
was a great success in the villages One Bhar Alai son of 
Buraj Alai the Lambardai of Chatri in Gagwana circle 
got remission of land revenue of some 13 biglias, \\\ 
biswas of Chain land fiom the benign Government on 
5th August 1918 for his recruiting work. 

30 The revenue instalments are not due until Janu- 
ary 1st and June 15th each year- The proportions of the 
whole demand collected on either of these dates has in 
the case of villages with fixed revenue, been based on the 
relative value of the two ciops as settled by the Settle- 
ment Officer. In variable villages it depends on the 
actual cultivation of the harvest The Lambaidars and 
the Patels commence the collections about one month 
before the instalments are due i.e., m December and May. 

31* The term Bliomia is deiived directly from 
Blioom. Bhoomias are a body of aimed husbandmen, a 
feudal militia and are liable to be called up for local ser- 
vice. Bhoom is the only tenure which is not deemed 
lemoveable by the crown and is hereditary in the fullest 
sense of the woid.

It is the duty o£ a Bhoomia to poitect the propel ty o£ 
the inhabitauts and travelleis within the limits of their 
villages fiom theft, robbeiy and dacoity. They take 
presents on the Holi and Daserah festivals. They exact 
free labour for repairs to their fort«. They leceive a goat 
yeaily and in some villages a buffalo fiom the Khatiks. 
The balaies are bound to furnish a pair of shoes and a 
- Charas yearly for the Bhomias. In they ear 1842 Govei n- 
ment ahohshed the Blioom hab Colonel Dixon proposed 
that as the Bhoom bab had been remitted, all the 
perquisites with the exception of halting fees he interdict- 
ed and that it be left optional with the people to present 
the Bhomias with the Ckonvry and Kausa, (money fees 
and plates of food on the occasion of marriages) Govern- 
ment accepted this pioposal. The Bhomias are required 
to attend on the birthday of the King Emperor at the 
office of the Commissioner and present a fixed Nazar. 
They are also required to attend the Pushkar and Urs 
fan s and at any time when called by the Government. 

32. Ajmer-Merwara has 5 towns, Ajmer, Kekn and 
Nasirabad m the Ajmer District. Beawar and Todgaih 
in Merwara. Nasirabad is a Contonment while the 
other towns except Todgarh, are Municipalities Ajmer 
Nasnabad and Nayanagar (Beawar) lie on the Kailway 
and then trade has been mci easing smce 1878 Kekn 
however is still 35 miles away from the Railway station 
of Nasirabad and its previous importance as trade collect- 
ing centre has somewhat declined with the rise of the 
Nayanagar town. Ajmer has two big woikshops of 
the Rajputana Malwa Railway, wheie practically eveiy- 
thmg lequired for the Railway pui poses is made The 
establishment of the Railway woikshops at Ajraei and 
the glowing town of Nayanagar have favourably effected 
the labounng classes. Formerly the Anil age seivants 
were paid for their woiks by doles of giam oi sheaves of 


\ 
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the cut crops at harvest times, according to the amounts 
or rates fixed and as recoided in the wajibularz These 
uncei tam and siioit payments liowevei, liave yielded 
before the supenoi attiaction of employment on legular 
cash wages always to be secured at the workshops or 
mills The workshops absoib all the labour that offers 
itself and pay good wages Thejprevious village system 
lias therefore laigely broken down, but on the whole to 
the convenience of both parties as the villagers now pay 
for the piece of woik done, while the labouring class is 
on the whole well off, many who formeily lived in villages, 
liave betteied themselves by moving into Ajmer or 
Bean nr These workshops and mills and the growing 
demand for laboui for handling goods m the towns and 
at the Railway stations Jiave made things easier .for the 
unskilled \illa»e labourers In the mteivals between 

o 

ordinaiy agricultural operations they generally find 
employment and earn good wages 

'33 In Merwaia a certain number of villagers now 
earn a living by cutting foiest produce, chiefly wood tor 
fuel which is sent to Beawai or elsewhere for sale They 
pay the forest department a rupee or two and then are 
allowed to fill then caits, wducli they can dispose of tor 
v hat they can get 

31 Qnanying for stone and surface mining for 
Mica garnets and Asbestoes also goes on to a fanly laige 
extent, and provides steady employment toi a number 
of poisons 

35 The unskilled, labourer ho weiei who rennans 
m the ulnge Lues veiy badly in seasons of scarcity and 
famine The villageis themselves, the agiicultuiists 
proper, are as a body pool and all but few veiy heavily in 
debt. They are somewhat bettei off m Ajmer than m 
Meiwara One sees moie ornaments worn m Ajmer

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and the villagers.are able to supplement to some extent 
then income fi om then fields by the sale of milk and 
butter and head loads of glass and, fuel brought into 
Ajmer* and JSTasirabad toi sale But generally the 
ordinary Tillagei has only a few pots and pans, a plough 
and the baie necessary agucultiual implements and 
peihaps a charpoi, while his wife may be able to weai 
a cheap ornament 01 two m favouiable seasons, ytlieiwise 
he has nothing m reseive for a lainy day. 

36. Theie- aie only a few cultivatois who are 
independent of a Bohuv and can sell dnect what pioduce 
they have All the other live tlnough a Bohia, to 
whom is made over all the pioduce of the cultivates’ 
fields, m~most cases m settlement of debts pieviously 
inclined, and twice a yeai in Januaiy and June he makes 
up the cultivators account crediting him with the value 
of the pioduce leceived and debiting him with the advances 
made (of seed, or giain foi food or cash) plus the 
interest theieon He then finances him and Ins family 
on thiough anothei six months. Othei souices of the 
villager’s income may be the sale of gbee, milk, manuie, 
pension, pay of miktaiy seivice, sale of foddei, glass, 
wood etc 


37 The peasant farqilies woik the whole day, even 
little childien shanng in the lahom They weed the ciops, 
drive away beasts and buds and take the cattle to giaze 
On account of their ignorance regaiding the selection of 
seed, them ciops are not as good as they should be This 
ignorance is a drawback on their mdustiy and yet this is 
not their fault, foi they have never received education 
suitable to then requirements. 

The villagei is the most economical peison His 
staple food is cheap grain, his only luxiuy is milk and

The fields are separated only 
by a nan ow strip which selves a footpath oi watercourse 
Wild beasts such as deer and pigs take heavy tax fiom 
the ci ops especially m Istimnan aieas where they aic 
pieseived foi the sake of spoit by the Chief quite regaid- 
less of the mjuiy they do to cultnatois 
Joint family 39 The joint family system m villages in Ajmei- 

Mciw'aia, m which the head of the family has unlimited 
pow ers and control o\ er the income and expenditure of 
the family, is now on the decline In most of the Hindu 
castes m Ajmei-Merwaia, the system does still exist 
though not m its strictest sense It is said to be non 
existant amongst the Bhiis, Mers, etc There is nothing 
m piactice which might fix a time when a joint family 
should hieaknp Some families continue joint for seveial 
generations, others break up as soon as the head of the 
family dies oi eien dining Ins lifetime Young men of 
todnv show a tendency to sepaiate themselves during the 
lifetime of theii fathci Although they do not attempt 
the dnision of ancestial property, yet they keep their 
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earnings separate and do not contubute to the common 
fund They become separate only as tegards the com- 
mensal family The most common cause for the bieaking 
up of joint family is the dissension amongst women 
Othei causes which help m the disintegration of such 
families are (1) Migiation of the membeisof the family 
who go out in seaich of employment and do not return 
Jn such cases they get then shaie of piopeity (2) 
Misappiopnation v , here the head of the family appi epil- 
ates the piopeity to his peisonal use oi uses it m a way 
vhich does not benefit the family The joint fannlv is 
thus disinteio-intmor owina to the exigencies of the times 
and the growth of mdnidualism.- 

40 The characteristic feature of the caste distribu- 
tion is, that Hindiis, being attached moie to agriculture, 
inhabit the rural areas m laige numbers while musalmans 
for whom amiculture seems to have no attraction reside

44 It is not only m lecent yeais that the indebted- 
ness of the cultivating classes has increased The chief 
cause which has led them to be buidened with debt is the _ 
shortage of rainfall since 1898 It is noticed that every 
2nd or 3rd 3 ear there is a scarcity 01 famine due to 
msnfficienc)* of lamfall which affects cultivation and 
cattle and the villager is foiced to bonow money at a 
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high rate of intei est for the maintenance of his family 
and cattle 

The tiouble sometimes occuis continually The inte- 
rest on the pimcipal and on the unpaid intei est accuma- 
lates to such an extent that a debfoi cannot lepay it out 
of the income of one or two good ciops Theiesultis 
that the moi tgaged land gets into the hands of the ci editors 
The other cause which augments the cultiratoi’s tiouble 
is the perlormance of the Mosai (Feast given at the death 
of one’s relation) which undei the customaiy Ians is 
obligatoiy, and marnage These feasts aie generally on 
a giand scale because not only the caste people of the 
village are invited but also people fiom the siuioundmg 
villages The Government has been watching the lesults 
of this increasing indebtedness for many yeai s past but 
they have not been able to devise any means to put a stop to 
this caste system because the mtioduction of any othei law 
would have caused misgivings in the populai mind The 
evil has liowevei been consideiably lemedied by themtio- 
dnction of the Land Alienation Act under winch agricul- 
tural lands cannot pass peimanantly into the hands of the 
non cultivating class of people without pm ious pei mission 
of the Collector and the moitgage of any agricultuial land 
cannot be made toi moie than 20 yeais This legis'ation 
gives the cultivates the same benefits which an Istimiai- 
dai 01 a Jaomdai denves fiom the fact that an Istimiai-

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Chapter III. 

CASTE AND CASTE SYSTEM 

51. According to tradition Jats claim descent fiom 
Yadav Rajputs It is said that they originated fiom 
“ Jats ” (Long tiesses) of the Mahadeo hence the name 
Jats They are the original cultivates Nearly the 
whole of the Ramsar circle belongs to them They are 
settled in Kekn and in the best villages of the Ajmer 
and Rajgarh ciicles. Tabiji, Saradbna, Makreia, Jethana, 
Budhwara, Pichohan and Kalesia belong to the Jats 

52 In the Beawar Tehsil they hold 7 illages chiefly 
in and about the old towns of Beawai adjoining the 
Ajmer distnct They never penetiated far into Iljei waia 
and are consequently not to be found in the Todgaih 
Tehsil. They are divided mto 3 mam families. Pnmyo T 
Saeshmo and Harchitial but their ‘gots ” aie moie tha^ 
a / hundied. As elsewheie they aie strong men and 
hard woi king cultivators They hold no levenue free 
land noi any Bhoom They have twice as much land 
as the Gujars and pay tin ee times as much revenue 
Partly no doubt owing to their having monopolised the 
best villages, but chiefly because of their gieatei eneigy 
in making wells and improving their land. 

53 The Jats woiship a vanety of Gods, including 
Mata and Mahadeo, but the clieif object of veneiation 
for all the Jats of Marwar, Ajmer and Kishengarh is 
Tejaji, whose legend is as follows „ — 
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Teja was a Jat of Karnala neai Nagor in Mai war 
who hied 900 years ago and liad been mamed at 
Bupnagni m Kishengaih "While glazing Ins cattle he 
ohseived that a cow belonging to a bialiman was m the 
habit of going daily to a ceitam place in the jungle 
wheie the milk diopped from hei uddei Further 
obsenation showed that tbe milk fell into a hole inhabited 
by a snake Teja magnanimously undertook to supply 
the leptile with milk and thus saved the Biahmiu fiom 
being put to any loss Once Teja piepaimg to visit lus 
fatliei -in-law, foigot the compact On this the 'snake 
appeared and said that it was necessary that he should 
bite Teja foi ha\mg bLoken his piomise Teja agieed 
but begged £01 pei mission to fiist visit his father-in-law 
to which the snake agieed Teja proceeded on his 
•journey, and at ICtshengaili lescued the village cattle 
fiom a band o£ robbeis, but was despaiately wounded in 
the enco^ntei Anxious to keep Ins piomise ometurn, Teja 
matched home with difficulty and piesented himself to 
the snake, who howevei could find no spot to bite Teja, 
as lie had been dieadfully cut up by the lobbeis Teja 
theiefoie put out Ins tongue which the snake bit, and so 
lie died The Jats believe that if they aie bitten by 
snake they need only tie a tlnead lound the light foot 
and lepeat the name of Tejaji, and the poison w ill piove 
innocuous Theie aie temples -dedicated to Tejaji at 
Tabiji, Beawai and Kekn m Ajmei-Meiwaia and fan is 
held e\ ei v yeai m July Tejaji is always lepiesented as 
a man on hoiseback with a diawn swoid, while a snake 
is bitting lus tongue Neaily all Jats wear amulet of 
silvei with this device lound their necks Colonel 
Dixon singled out Tejaji asthepation of the fair he started 
m his new town of Nayanagai 

51 Some customs of the Jats deserve mention 
Mai iiuge is not allowed within the same “got ” The 
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eiemony is the same as is pieralent amongst tlie Hindus 
geneially A cocoanut and a lupee emblems o£ feitility 
and wealth, are sent to the house of the bnde Then 
the lelations and friends aie called togethei and the 
contract is concluded by placing the cocoanut and the 
rupee mto the lap of the bnde The day is then fixed 
by the bnde’s paients, and the “Baiat” which consists 
of geneially 25 to 30 men, leaches the village At the 
appointed time the bndegioom pioceeds to the bnde’s 
house in red clothes and nith a swoid m Ins hand The 
village carpenter affixes a fiame of wood called “Tor an” 
over the door and this the bndegioom strikes with Ins 
su oid and enters the house The “Toian” is a cioss- 
barred frame resembling a wicket and the custom is 
piobably a lelic of marriage by conquest All castes 
put up “Toiau ’ and as they aie not lemoved they aie 
always seen on some of the houses m the. villages The 
couple go round the ha van-fiie lit m the centie of the 
yaid This ceremoney is called “Pehia” On secpnd 
day there is a feast and the burial party then dispel ses 
The bude’s fathei takes money for expenses, andRs 84/- 
is the fixed amount. The bndegioom’s fathei spends 
about Rs 200/- the bride’s fathei nearly as much, and 
the subsequent (Gona when the bnde’s fathei gives 
tuibans to his son-in-law’s ielati\es, costs him about 
Rs 150/- moie ) 

55 The Jats aie monogamous, widow mamage 
is the rule and is called (Natta) A man cannot many 
his younger biothei’s widow, but he may many the 
vudow of his elder bi other The jmunger hi other has the 
fiist claim on the widow s hand but if he does not man v 
her anyone m the Got may do so. No feast to the 
biotheihood is given in (Natta) and consequently this 
- kind of marriage is much less expensive than the othei . 
No disability of any kind attaches to the childien of a 
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Natta maniage Young widows aie mamed off by 
tlieii husband’s lelatrons, who take^about Rs 100/- or 
150/- £iom the second husband Formeily the widows 
v eie not allowed much choice as to whom they should 
many, and weie generally given to the highest bidder, 
and m the eaily accounts of the Meis the custom is 
stigmatised as levoltmg undei the name of sale of women- 
As a matter of fact grown up widows can now choose 
foi themsehes though when the} do this the Panel) a} at 
geneially oidcis a ceitam sum to be paid to the deceased 
husband’s lelations These orders aie often contested and 
aie enfoiced by the courts. If a widow chooses to 
remain unman led she is not forced to marry In all 
castes a widow who has no son retains her deceased 
husband’s piqperty till her death or her remarriage She 
cannot moitgage except m order to pay her husband’s- 
debts or to many hei daughter Rajputs Brahmins, 
Mahajans and other higher castes do not pi actise “Nata”. 

Principal meals — Jots, Makes, Gujais eat thiee 
times a dav The ear h meal is called ‘Snaman” and 
consists of the food remaining ovei fiom the preceding 
dav The mid-day meal is called “Do-palna ’ oi “Rota” 
and consists of Bailey oi Maize biead with greens and 
butter nnlk The evening called “Baj lu” geneially 
consists of cooked maize and butter milk All castes 
smoke tobacco and offer it to the sti anger, and he who- 
consumes most is the best man. 

Gujars claim descent from Efsliatris. 

56 The Gujars hold 35 villages in all parts of A jmer 
Distnct and 3 m Beawai Tehsil, wheie they aie settled 
in the out 1} mg villages of Jethgarh, IJmedpuia 
and Bhanoonkheia m the Mewai plains They aie 
caieless cultivators and devote their eneigies to grazing 
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cattle Those who live neat Ajmei sell milk and butter 
in the town. Then chief God is Deoji, who was a Gujar 
of Budnor m Mewar some 700 jeais ago, and who 
woiked lunacies Then customs are identical with those 
of Jats, Gujars and Jats will eat together. The chief 
men among the Gujars aie called Milirs and among the 
Jats, Patels, Malies aie called Chowdlnies According 
to the lastcensus the Jatsm Ajmei-Meiwaia weie 25,896 
and the Gujais 31,912. 

57 Rajputs. — These are the descendants of the 
Aryan tribe who came to India fiom Tibet and Central 
Asia The Rajputs aie a warlike race There are 
some castes whose septs are identical with those of the 
Rajputs, and which have Rajput blood m them, but they 
have now degeneiated into lower castes. Darogas or 
Ckakars wish to pass off as Rajput now. The principal 
land holding castes is that of the Rajputs who according 
to the Census of 1921 weie 13,772 in Ajmer- Merwara. 
The principal classes are the Gor, Rathoie, Sesodia and 
Kachawaha. 

58. Gor Rajput — Tiadition has it that in the 
time of Puthvi Raj Chohan, Raja Bach Raj and Raja 
Bawan Gor Rajputs from Bengal came to Ajmer while on 
the customary pilgiimage to Dwarlca. Pritkvi Raj en- 
gaged the biotkeis m an expedition agamst Day a Singh 
of Nagor which was successful, and subsequently each of 
them married a daughter of Pntkvi Raj. Raja Bawan 
settled at Kuchaman m Marwar and Raja Bachraj 
remained m~ Ajmer. In course of tune Jurna, Sawar, 
Deolia and the adjoining country fell into the hands of 
the Gor Rajputs, and to the head of the clan Humayun 
gave a mansab of 7,000 In the time of Akbei, Raja 
Bitlial Dass founded the town of Rajgaih, and called it 
aftei the name of his giandson Raj Singh. The son of 
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the latter took Sunagai fiom the Pawai Rajputs, who 
have now disappeared from the distuct This howevei, 
was the climax of the piospenty of the Goi Rajputs, foi 
soon afteiwaids they weie ejected fiom Rajgaili and all 
their tenitoiy by Kishen Singh Rahtor After 23 years 
of dispossession Gopal Singh recoveied Rajgaih and the 
Gois weie still m possession when the countiy fell into 
the hands of the Mahaiattas. 

59 Rah tors. — It is unnecessary m this place to 
give a detailed account of the Rah tors, the gieat conque- 
ung race which in the year 1212, abandoned the mined 
capital of Kanouj and founded a kingdom m the deseit 
of Mai war All the Taluqdais of Ajmer aie Rahtois 
except the Thakuis of Manohaipuia and Sawar and his 
lelations and the Chitas of Meiwara, who hold 4 villages 
on Istimrai tenure, who trace then descent fiom Seoji, 
the founder of the monarchy Of the 109 bkum holdings 
m the distinct, 83 are held by Rahtois of Ajmei who 
have the same customs and charactensticsas then biethien 
m Marwai Thev aie still warlike and indolent, and 
gieat consumeis of opium Each man cames at least a 
dagger, and except under extieme piessure none will 
touch a plough 

60 Sesodla — The Paiaganah of Sawai, at the 
South -eastern extremity of the Ajmei Distnct, is held 
on Istamaiar tenure by Sesodia Rajput , and the estate 
is a poition of a giant made by Jahangir to Gokal Dass, 
who is said to have received 84 wounds m the service of 
the Emperor The Paigana of Pliulia was originally 
part of the Khalsa of Ajmer, and was given by Shah Jahn 
to the Raja of Shahpuia, a scion of the Royal house of 
Mewar For many yeais the Superintendent of Ajmer 
Merwara mteifened m the affairs of this Parganah 
butm 1847 it was permanently assessed at Rs 10,000 /- 
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and the Raja of Shahpura is no longer counted among the 
Istamraidais of Ajmer, hut is considered to be a tnbu- 
1 taiy prince and except for his subordination to his High- 
ness the Maharana of Udaipur he is a feudatory Chief in 
his own territory. There is a family of Sesodias who are 
Bhomias m Nipoh. Theie are no other Sesodias in the 
District. 


61. Kachawas. — The Kachawa Rajputs like the 
Sesodias are to be found m the villages adjoining their 
■espective States of Jaipur and Udaipur and hold Bhum 
n 5 villages. They aie settled principally in the villages 
>f Harmaia and Tilomia in the extieme North of Ajmer 
listnct, amongst these the family of Thakui Ganga Nath 
lingh son of Thakur Tej Nath Singh is well known This 
amily leceived a Jagir of 6 villages from Aurangzeb. 
'he estate was partially resumed by the Ralitois and 
'holly by the Mahrattas The holder in Ajmei is the , 
iggest Bhomia possessmg about 800 acies of land in 
^ armara and Tilornia and pays the highest amount of 
aziana. 

62 Biahmans as a rule are not cultivators, but hold 
ivenue free land m nearly every village Numencally 
ere weie 23,643 Brahmins in Ajmer-Merwara at the 
nsus of 1921. 

63. Mahajans — The Vaisli are either Vaishnavas 
Jams, and their chief castes are the Maheshwaies, the 
jarwalas and the Oswals, who trace their birthplace to 
anaggree in Mnrwar. They are merchants and traders, 
i generally well off. The other Vaisya castes are 
rraogies, Bijaliargis and Khandelwals. The 1921 cen- 
^ i shows them as below : —

Mohomedans. 

64 TbeMohomedans are mostly descendants of Hin- 
dus who weie foicibly convex ted to Mohomedamsm Some 
of these Musalman conveits were of wailike-Hindu castes. 
The gieat majority weie unwarlike Mohomedans includ- 
ing Merats axe classed as Sheikhs Sayeds, Moghals and 
Pathans Deswalis hold 2 villages m the Noith of the 
Distxict and call themselves Rajputs, who were conveited 
in the time of Sliahabuddm Gliori. One illage Mohomed- 
garh, belongs to-aPathan The Banjaras, who live m 
Ges-al, aie Musalmans and were converted at the same 
time as the Deswah Musalmans. They hold revenue 
fiee land m the Jagir villages They aie poor and 
indolent 

65 The Dholies and the kin asis ai e very popular and 
are good singeis and well veised m music and were 
hi ought to the villages by Rajputs They recite and 
sing the biave deeds performed by the ancestors of the 
villageis. They also commit to memoiy and pass on 
fiom father to son the geneologies of the chief families 
in the village. At marriages etc , they sing good and 
atti active songs. \ 

66 Baibeis are also hereditary servants. Besides 
their oi dm ary duties of shaving and washing they perform 
ceitam customary lights at bilths and deaths ; they also 
woik as intermediaries m arranging marnages. 
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67. Washermen, Oilmen, Watei canieis, Caipenteis 
and Blacksmiths, also work m the villages. The lowliest 
of all the village seivants aie Regais, Chamars and Balais 
who weave and woi k in leather All these abov e mentioned 
people aie paid m kind at the haixest time accordmg to f 
the piactice prevailing in each village Theie aie people 
oE many other castes in each village, who depend for 
their daily biead, directly or mduectly on agiiculture 

68 The piesent inhabitants of Meiwara are all 
called Meis, a name which is derived fiom “Mei” a hill 
and signifies “hillmen”. The name is not that of au} r 
caste oi tube but is only a conect designation, in so far 
as it is understood to mean the dwellers of this portion 
of the At avail Range The two main tubes of Meiwaia 
are all these known by the appellation of Clnta and Baiai , 
each clan traditionally divided into 24 “goth” but new 
gots aie constantly foimed which take the name of their 
ancestois and there are now about 40 Gots in each tube 

69. Chohan Menas — Colonel Tods asseits that tlie 

tube of Clnta and Barar aie Menas, and tbe tiaditions of 

tbe people themselves point to a Mena ancestiy Both 

tubes claim a common descent fiom Piitbi Raj, the last 

Chohan, King of A jmei , and the story is that Jodli Lakhan 

the son of Pirthi Raj mauied a gnl of the Mena caste, 

who had been seized in marauding expedition near 

Buudee and whom he took to be a Rajputanee. When 

he discovered his mistake he tuined away the mother and 

her two sons Auhal and Anup The exiles wandeied to 

Chang in Beawar, where they wei e hospitably entertained 

by the Gujars of the place, Auhal and Anup tested one 

day undei a bai oi banian tiee, and prayed that if their 

race was to continue, the ti unit of the tree might he lent in 

twain. The instant occurrence of the miracle i aised them

from their despondency and the splitting of the banian tiee

is a cardinal event in the lnstoiy of the 1 ace and says 
the distich —

“From the sound “Charar” (the sound which is sup- 
posed to have reached Aubal fiom the splitting tiee) the 
Clntas are called, and the clan Barar from the splitting 
of the banian (Bai) tree Both are descended from one 
stock, the world has made this tribe famous”. 

In following the distribution of the class jt is neces- 
saiy again to bear m mind that there are 51 Mer villages 
in Ajmer, 241 villages m the Beawai and 88 in the Tod- 
garh Tebsils. 

70 The Sub-section of this clan by far the most 
numerous and important is that of the Merats, a term 
which is generally used as a synonymous for the 
Mohamedan Mei, originally derived from Mei m the 
reign of Aurangzeb The common ancestor of the Katats 
and Gorots Hanaj, grandson of Meera, a Chita, took 
service under the Emperor at Delhi During a night 
of teriific rain he lemamed firm at his post as sentry 
with his shield over his head. The Empeior to whom 
the matter was reported, is related to have said “In the 
Maiw’an tongue they call a biave soldier Kata, let this 
man be hence forth called “KATA”. Hairaj soon 
after became a convert to Islam, and is the piogemtor 
of all the Katat Merats, a veiy large family, who hold 
78 villages in Beaw r ai including all the principal places 
in the Noith and East of the Tehsil Gora w r as a brother 
of Hairaj, and his descendants are Hmdus and hold 21 
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villages in Beawar of which Kalinjai and Kabia are tlie 
chief 


The Katats of Ajmer are told by Mullahs that they 
are Mohamedans and have piactically adopted some 
musalman customs Thus they have discarded the 
“Dhoti” which is universally w ora" by their biethren in 
Merwara. They sometimes intermarry with the Chitas, 
but it is not the custom, nor looked on as the proper thing 
to do. The custom of Phera under the guidance of a 
Biahman is being; abandoned m favoui of the Nikali cere- 
mony m then marnages and undei the influence of the 

Khadims and other Mohomedans, with whom they inter- 

\ 

many They have begun to think they ought to keep 
their women secluded, though m Mei w ara the women 
work in fields. 


71 The' customs of the 2 clans whether calling- 

u 

themselves Mohamadans or Hindus are identical A 
sonless widow retains possession of her husband’s pio- 
peity till she marries again, or till her death. She can 
mortgage m older to pay her husband’s debts, to dischaige 
airears of Government levenue, or to obtain funds foi 
the expenses of marrying her daughteis Daughters do 
not mhent when there aie sons alive All sons inherit 
equally but in the event of theie being sons fiom two 
or more wives, the property is divided per capita of the 
wives- and not per capita of the sons This custom 
called “ Chander Bat” as opposed to “ Pagnband” or 
“BhaiBut” is univeisal among all the Merwaia clans 
There is no distinction between ancestral and acquired 
property. A relation of any age be adopted, the nearest 
relation has the fiist claim, and his cluldien boin before 
his adoption succeed in the adopted family, sons by slave 
girls, who are pietty numerous undei the name of 
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<c Dharmputr ” get land to cultnate, but obtain no share 
in the inbeiitance and can not trausfei the land 

72. The second tribe w Inch claims descent fiom 
Dharanath is that of the Motes Rawats, who inhabit the 
Perganali of Bhailan, w T here they hold 14 villages. 
They own two villages Fatchpur 1st and Bhojpura in 
Bcawar and only scatteied repiesentatives, of this tribe 
aie met "with in Ajmei The Faiganah of Bhailan is 
supposed to have been onginally inhabited b} T Biahmans 
A descendant of Dhaianath, Rolnlas by name li\ed as 
an ascetic at Bao-mal in a cave in the lull now called 
Makutji A Banjara was passing through the lulls with 
his wife, and deseited hei at this spot She Ined some- 
time with the Jogee and then descending the lull sought 
the piotectionof Khem Chand, Biahman m Bamanheia, 
and in his house was delivered of twain sons, of whom 
one remained m Bhailan, the othei m Marwai In the first 
generation one Mahant was born, who expelled the 
Brahmans from Bhailan The hill which was the 
ciadle of the race was named aftei him and he is still 
^neiated by the Motes. A fan is held on the hill in 
September, at wlncli time the lieio is believed to tiaieise 
the 12 \illages of Bhailan in the twinkling of an eye 

73 Although the Mans are Hindus, }et they aie 
little fetteied with Biahmamcal rites and ceremonies. 
They eat 3 times a daj T , maize and barley bread being 
their principal food, but they will eat the flesh of sheep 
and goats, when it is procurable. There is a proverb, 
“ Mhair aur mor unelie par razi ham” “Mans and' 
peafowls love the heights” and piobably from this 
habit of living in high places jkey are exceedingly indi- 
fferent about wasning They aie in T skort^not of veiy 
cleany habits. In matteis of leligiou they do not trouble 
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themselves much about the orthodox divinities of 
Biahmamsm, to whom a stone called “ Sitla ” daubed 
with led paint is consecrated and the stones aie to be 
met "With on all sides, chiefly under Kliejra trees, which 
are sacred to Mata Allahjee is a common deity and the 
defied lieioes, Deojee and Ramdeojqe also find wor- 
shipbers Deoji’s temple is at Baisawara or Todgaili. 
Ramdeo is a Balaliee hero who woilted miracles and his c 
priest is a Balai The lulls of Makutji and Goramji,^ 
the highest m Merwaia share the veneiation of the 
people. 

7 4. The only important religious festival of Merwara 
is the annual fair held at Todgaih in the month of Sep- 
tembi m the name of Mata, called from the name of the 
place £ Piplaj Mata”. The animals, after the touch of 
consecration by the priest before the shrine used to be 
let loose, and the people each armed vith a knife or a 
sword cut thera alive into little pieces This barbarity 
continued till 1865 when on the lepiesentation of Mr. 
Ruble, the Missionary at Todgarh, it was put a stop to, 
and orders were issued that the animals should be first 
killed with a swoid. Some 40 or 50 animals are 
sacrificed yearly. The officiating pnest first strikes the 
animal on the neck 'with a long sword, it is then diagged 
away and cut into little pieces m a few minutes. 

75 The Holi and Devali festivals are kept in Mer- 
wara The chief national peculiarity of the celebration 
of the Hoh is the game called “ A her a ” on the fiist and 
last day of the festival. The v hole village turns out 
into the jungle each man armed with two sticks about a 
yard long called Pokhree, opium and tobacco are provided 
by the headman and having formed a line, the people 
commence beating for rabbits and deer, knocking them 
over by a general discharge of sticks as they start up. 
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A number o£ rabbits are killed m this way. If the 
Mahajans, will pay, (and Mahajans of Ajmer and Mei- 
wara being Jams are exceedingly kind hearted m such 
matters) the people will not kill on the second day 

7 6 The festival of the Holi concludes with a game 

like “ touch in the ring”. The people consume a good 
deal of tobacco, but very little opium. Tobacco they - 
carry in an oval wooden box called “Ghatta*' and the 
c puncipal men append a long wooden handle to this box 
which they always carry about them. The handle 
signifies that all who ask mil 2 £t tobacco. 

77 It has been already mentioned that there is a 
distinctly visible tendency among the Merats socially 
to mix with the orthodox followers of Islam, and to 
abandon their ancient customs common to them with 
their non-Mohamadan bretliern. They have begun to > 
adopt “Nikah” instead of the custom of “Plieia” 
in their marriages they have begun to keep then’ women 
secluded and to intermarry with persons within degrees 
prohibited by the ancient customs.

The 
Marwai Raj lecoids show that the title of Raja was confened on 
Thalcur Udeybhan son of Dalel Singh (of the Jodha clan) of 
Bhinai m the Sambat yeai 1810 ? c , A. D 1783 by Mahaiaja Bijay 
Singh of Marwai, at Jodbpui, as a lewaid foi Militaiy Seivice 
done to the State on seveial occasions Descended from the fourth 
son of Mahdeo Karan Sen (grandson of Cliandia Sen) who came to 
Ajrnei, slew the Bbils and received the perganah of Bhinai with 
©thei lands fiom the Emperoi Akbar in Jagu The giandsoils of 
Karan Sen divided the pioperty between them, the elder taking

Is the pnncipal lepiesentative of the Goi Rajputs jn Ajmei, the 
Gors are said to have come from Bengal in the time of the giand 
Pritlivi Raj, Chub an, whose daughter Raja Baclnaj mained The 
Gor Rajputs succeeded to the waning powei of the Powars under the 
Chouhan dynasty, but have now been alnost everywhere superseded 
themselves by the Rathores. The Mahaiattas, and after them the 
British held the Rajgarh estate Khalsa. In A. D. 1874 the British 
Government settled a Jagir to this fallen estate. The title of Raja 
is a courtesy title confined to the Ajmer District, 

89. (3LO) Raja of Gangwana. 

His family is an offshoot of the Ralaota family. The Raja 
is also a Jnghdar of two other villages He enjoys the title of Raja 
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by courtesy, being descended iiom the same stock as the Maharaja 
of Kishengaih His ancestor Bir Singh was expelled fiom Rupnagar 
by the Kishengarh Mahaiaja and took sei vice with the Makaiattas 
Madhoji Scindia bestowed the villages now held by the family with 
other lands on the sons of Bir Singh m recognition of Ins services 
and his bravery Bn Singh fell at Panipat. 

90 Govindgarh — Govmd Dass piogemtor of this family was

95. Koorthal —It was granted to Blum Smgh, the ancestoi of the

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9G Jadhana — This village was gi anted to Han Singh fiom 
Devalia for maintenance The Tliakm pays Rs 1,497/- on account 
of Government tnbute annual] v and has the ullages of Jaithana 
and Judana in possession.

100 Mewaria — Jait Singh, the progenitor of the family, was 
the 3 ’oungest son of Mahaiaja Udej^ Singh of Marwar who was a 
favounte of the Mogul Empeiors of Delhi It is said that the 
village was populated by Thakui Ram Singh m a Forest in 1651. 
The Thakui pays Rs 445-15-3 on account of Government demands 
annually. 

101. Mehrun . — The village of Melirun, Tuswana Nemode, 
Khandera, and Sanguua fell to the sbaie of Karan’ Singh, the 
progenitor of the family, at the time wjien bis father Sugansmgij 



partitions! his estate among bis three sons The ThakuTpays 
Rs 5,359-8-1 on account of Government demands annually and 
has the following villages in Ins possession.

116 Kotn — This village was donated by Raja Keramsen, 
the ancestor of the Blnnai family, to Bhawaneedan Charan at the 
time when he occupied the perganah of Blnnai by turning Madlia 
Bhil out of the village. The Charan pays Rs. 123-6-9 on account 
of Government tribute annually. 

. XHwan Burgah Khwaja Sahib. 

117. Sajjadda Nashin — Lineal descendant of Kliwaja Moin- 
uddin Ckisti, who came to Ajmer in A.D. 1195 from Sanjar m 
Khurasan. 

The Dargah belongs to the Sunni sect and is endowed with 18 
villages bringing in a Revenue of about 25,000 Emperor Altbar 
in company With his empress performed the pilgrimage to this temple 
on foot in expiation of a vow he made when entreating Heaven to 
grant him a son. The founder is said to have died at a great age 
m the year 1235 A D. The Dewanji is the spiritual Head of the 
Dargah and besides large offerings, which he shares With the servitois 
of the shrine he holds 3 villages in Ajmer, besides Jagir m Hyderabad 
(Deccan) and Jaipur States for his own suppoit. The great fair 
of the “ Urs ” in the month of Rajab at Ajmer to which Mokamedans 
from different places flock, is held in commemoration of the 7 days 
retirement of the samt, at the expiration of which term he was found 
dead in his cell. The Dewan is known to all Indian Mokamedans 
as “ Wali-ul-Hmd”, 



118. Khan oj Hath tin — Boodlm Khan of Hathun t\as the 
descendant of Bhopat Khan uho commanded the gamson of Hathun 
in the fort of that name, when the detachment of Na&irahad Tieopg 
was sent to subjugate Menvara eaily m the year 1818. Bhopat 
Khan was hilled.- The family weie notonotis and poveiful lobbeis 
the curse of Meywai-Boodha Khan is the leading and influential 
family in the Beawar Telisil Since the the subjugation of Meiwaia 
it has alwaj s been a loyal subject of British Government. 

119. Khan of Chang — Chang was one / of the foimer stiong- 
holds of Meiwaia on the Mam ar holder 1 he head of the family 
fiom which both the Mans and Meiats, who uoav inhabit the tract 
of lnlly countiy known as Merwaia deuve their origin. He is a 
leading and influential petty chief, a loyal subject, and now the 
Head man m the MarWai Peiganah m the immediate neighbom hood 
of Beawar, (Nai anagar). 



120. Bawat of Kookra — One of the Headman of the Todgaih 
Telisil, and leading man m Ins immediate neighbourhood in the 
countiy adjoining tbe Meywai Frontier. His famity has ever since 
the subjugation of the tract of Merwara been staunch, and loyal to 
the Butish Government. His position and rank is already lecogmsed 
amongst the tribe by the petty title of Rao, although this title does 

' not carry With it the same patent of nobility, as held from any of 
the Leadmg Rajput houses 

121. Bawat of Barar . — The Barai Rawats are another leading 
family in the Todgarh Telisil Then ancestors fought well and 
defended the Foit of Barar when the tract was subjugated by the 
Butish Government, since then the family has been staunch 
and lojal The Rawats exeicise great influence over the tribe and 
and aie always ieady to assist British officials, The Rawat is worthy 
of some consideration and is also recognised m the tribe by the petty 
title of Rao. 
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122. ftawat of Dewair — A Rawat of Meiwaia, tlie leading 
man in the Dewair Tehsil The Headmen of this family are known 
by the petty title of Thakur which in their case does not carry the 
same piestige, as the same title, was held by a Thakur denying his 
patent of nobility from a Leading Rajputs house The father of 
Hira Rawat was shot in an encounter with Mena dacoits in company 
with a Police officer and a Havaldar of the Merwaia Battalion when 
assisting Bntish Officeis m the attempt to secuie the bond. The 
family has been mvanably staunch and loyal and always 1 eady to 
give cheerful assistance in furthering the effoits of Bntish Officeis

Pushkar. 

It is 7 miles to the West of Ajmer. It is pictuiesquely situated 
on the lake with lulls on three sides It is fed from the Nagh Pahar 
Pushkar is the most sacied place of the Hindus in India. It is the 
“Groui” of all sacred places No pilgi image is supposed to he 
complete till this pilgrimage is undertaken. The ongin of Pushkar 
is thus given in the Padam Puran of the Hindus Biahma the cieatoi 
of the woild was m search of a suitable place to peiform a Yagna 
according to the Vedas As he reflected, the lotus fell fiom his 
hand and he resolved to perform the sacrifice wheie it fell The 
lotus rebounding struck the earth in 3 places, water issued from all 
three, and Brahma descending called the name of the place Pushkai, 
aftei the lotus The thiee places are situated within a cncuit of 
about 6 miles and aie called the Jpeshta (oldei) Pushkai, the 
Madheya (Cential) Pushkar, and the Kamshta (called Boodha 
Pushkar). The'Jyestha Pushkar is the place wheie Brahma pre- 
pared to peifoim his Yagna. All the Gods attended. As, however 
no important function, leligious or sot ml, can be perfoimed amongst 
the Hindus by a man unless he is joined in it by his wife, for 
accoiding to Hindus a man and Ins wife both together form one 
entity and the one without the othei always remains only a part and 
not a whole Biahma had to wait for his wife Savatu to begin the 
Yagna. Savatn would not come without Lakslimi (mfe of Vishnu), 
Parvati (wife of Siva), Indaram (wife of India), w T hom the God 
Pavan (air) had been sent to summon. As the auspicious hour 
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was getting very near, Savatn would not come unless accompamed 
by the otbei Godesses, Brahma was angry and asked Indra to get 
him a girl whom he could marry and begin the Yagna Indra brought 
a Gujar’s daughter named Gayatn Brahma roamed her and the 
Yagna commenced A demon appeared and interrupted the sacrifice 
at the instigation of Siva. Eventually, Siva lemoved the interruption 
on the condition that lie should also have a temple to himself at 
Pusbkai Savitn appeared as the sacrifice was nearing its end. 
Seeing Gayatn m hei place, she became engraged, Brahma tned to 
pacify her, hut did not succeed She went away m a rae;e to the 
hill called Ratna Gir (the hill of gems) to the South of Pushkar 
on which stands a temple dedicated to hex The laigest and the 
most fashionable of the fans of Ajmer is held here every year on 
Bhadwan Sud 8th (August) Pushkar is famous foi its temple 
of Biahmaji Vaiohji and Rangji and the Atmateshwar Mahadeo. 
Savatri-Papmochm The temple of Vaiohji was built by King Ar- 
noraja in (1123-50 A D) who built the Anasagar at Ajmer and 
made some repans to the Pushkar Lake The temple of Biahmaji 
was lehuilt m Sambat 1866 (1809) by Gokal Chand Parakh, a 
Member of the Scendhia at a cost of Bs 1,30,000 Rangji’s temple 
the most famous temple. It belongs to Ramanuja Vaisbnawas. 
The priests of this temple are all Madrasi Biahmans New Rangji’s 
temple has recently been built by a Mahajan of Dedwana on the 
the lines of the old one It has been nicely built. In the month 
of Kartik a fair is held when people fiom distant places come m 
large members to Pushkar m those days Horse and cattle fair 
is also held during this period. 


Cattle tax is imposed on Horses, Cattle and] Camels by' the 
District Board For the last thiee years the income has been raised 
and it amounts to Rs 18,000. In Puslikai there are two sections of 
’’Brahmans, those of the “ Bas Kalan” and those of the"“ Bas Khurd 
and these two are perpetually quanelhng. The Biahmans of the 
first bas, are the old residents and they number among their Jajmans 
all the Soverign Chiefs of Rajwara, with the exception of the Maha- 
raja of Jaipur, Kishengarh and some others. They have paid to 
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have investigated the rival claims and to have decided that the 
Biahmans of the u Bas Khuid” are the real Brahmans

Except in the case of an Istamrari estate the Govern- 
ment is the sole owner of all mines whether opened and 
unopened of metal, coal and otliei minerals and is entitled 
to take free or authorise peisons who have entered into 
any conti act with it to take fiee from any quarry, 
Whether previously worked or not as much stone, kanker, 
gravel, sand or other like substance needed for any 
public purpose. If by the exercise of the above rights any 
damage is caused to the surface of the land occupied in 
such mines and quarries, the ownei or occupier of such 
land shall be entitled to get compensation detei mined by 
a Revenue Officer. 

The soil of all Government tanks and embankment 
is the property" of Government The Government is 
also entitled to the exclusive use and control of the water 
of all streams flowing in natuial channels and of all 
natural collections of water and of all Government tanks. 

Except with the permission of the Revenue Officer 
no person shall make use of the pasturage or other 
natural product of any land belonging to Government.

The system of village tenuies in Kbalsa villages is 
geneially “Bliaiyachaia Gahmukammil in winch the 
piopnetors hold agncultural lands m their lespective 
holdings as well as undivided common land, which is 
locally called “ Shamlafc deh ” m pioportion to the extent 
of his pioprietary right in his exclusive holding. 

Any propnetoi of the village who with the -consent

Khasra Girdawari is a field to field inspection book 
in which the circumstances of each field as existing at 
each harvest time are to be noted The object of its 
preparations are to give how the agricultural land entered 
in the ensuing settlement have fared in the harvest m 
matters of outturn, irrigation, changes m the shape of 
fields or their tenancy as also when lands remained 
uncultivated. 

Area Statement called Milan Khasra is compiled 
from the totals of the Khasra which shows the details 
of area sown during both she harvests by vanous classes 
of land after deducting the double cropped area as well 
as the area that remained uncultivated during the year. 

Crop statements for Khanf and Rabi show the aiea 
sown under vanous crops together with details of bud 
and nabud, imgated and unirngated areas. The infor- 
mation for these statements is extracted from the Khasra. 
The totals of cultivated area include double cropped 
area which if eliminated shall correspond with the total 
cultivated area given m the Milan Khasra. 

This is a register in which all changes occur ing in 
proprietary right or in the rights of cultivators having 
permanent right of tenancy in the land are entered.

Officer shall once in thiee months, after 
giving a notice to the parties intei ested, 
proceed to the spot where pai ties of the 
surrounding villages can be collected If 
the parties are absent he shall pass orders 
on the statements made by the village 
headmen and the Patwari. 
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(yi) An aggrieved peison can also make a review 
of the ordei to the Revenue Officei within 
15 days fiom the date of the Older. 

(mi) If any person aggrieved by older of the

The Headmen referred to m Section 98 of Regula- 
tion II of 1877 are locally called Lamheidais and 
Patels Their appointments aie generally hereditary 
and the numhei fixed for each village as Mr Wlnteways 
settlement cannot be alteied without the oiders of the 
Commissioner. 

The appointment of a succeeding Lamberdar shall be 
ordeied by the Sub-Divisional Officer m accoi dance with 
the local custom recorded in the Wapbulaiz of each 
village but wheie no such lecoid is kept the [candidate 
suppoi ted by the majority of votes of shaieis shall be 
appointed No miuoi or female can lie appointed as 
Lamberdar, except for special reasons in which case an 
agent to the minor or female shall be appointed.

Annual Khewat is a reproduction o£ the settlement ' 
Khewat m which changes occunng duiing the year on 
account of transfer of rights of the propnetois of specific 
area the Thekedars, mortgagees and of permanent tenants 
are entered No change to he made of the settlement 
entries without the oiders of the Revenue Officer. 

Patta is an authority given by the land-lords to a 
cultivator foi cultivation and impiovement or payment 
of rent of agricultural land under the conditions agreed 
upon between such tenant and land-loid while Qabuliat 
\$ aw asswrawsie. gvvww by the cultivator to a lawd-lord va 
acceptance of the conditions mentioned in the Patta. 

Improvements made on Agricultural lands by cons- 
truction of wells, nadies or othei wise or by bringing an 
uncultivable (waste) land with permanent cultivation aie 
lecorded m this register. 

Dhal Banch is a Tehrej which jshotvs in respective 
khatas the vanous items of demand for each harvest 
due from individual proprietors or tenants to the proprie- 
tary body or to Government The collection and balance 
of such demands are also entered 

The village proprietors leavy two taxes one is called 
cattle- tax (Gawn shumari) which is levied fiom cattle 
owners on the heads of cattle at the rate given m the 
Wajibularz while horse tax is levied from such, village 
residents who are not piopnetor of agncultural land. 
It is locally called Kbolri Its rates are also given in 
the Wajibularz These charges are entered separately 
at each* harvest m the Register. 

This is a register m which all the agricultural and 
non-agricultural cattle, ploughs and carts m a village 
are entered annually. 
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These aie prepared for the purpose of assessment 
fioni the Khasra girdawari showing the Khatewar and 
village totals of the aiea sown, class of land, irrigated 
or unirrigated, failed and matured. 

This is a register in which watenngs taken from 
time to time from 1st and 2nd class tanks are entered. 

The following are the duties and responsibilies of a 
Gndawar — 

(1) General supei vision of the Patwari’s work. 

(2) To see that the village maps are correctly 

maintained. 

(3) To check the aceuiacy of Patwan’s records 

and note m the Patwari’s and his own diary 
his inspection remaiks in detail. 

(4) To check the Patwari’s instruments once in 

3 months and see that the measuring chain 
is of proper length by comparing it with a 
steel measuring tape supplied to him for 
the purpose. 

(5) To compile Agricultural- and Irrigation re- 

turns for his circle and see that area and 
ci op statements are prepared by the Pat- 
wanes accurately. 

(6) To see that the Patwaris obey all the rules 

and instructions. 

(7) To report the incompetaucy of a Patwari 

for the proper performance of his duties 
due to ill-health, old age or other cause. 

(8) He should visit each village in the circle 

once eveiy 3 months.

PART IV 

Collection of the Liand Revenue. 

( A ) Time and place for payment of Revenue. 

The Chief Commissioner makes tules as to the 
numbei of instalments and the places and time on which 
the revenue is to be paid to Government 

Any amount not paid as above shall be deemed to 
be an arrear of Land Revenue and every one responsi- 
ble for it should be considered to be a defaulter. 

The following are the vanous tides by which an 
arrear of Revenue can be recovered . — 

(1) Issue of warning and wairant of arrest 

against the defaulter. 

(2) Attachment and sale of moveable property 

instead of or m addition to No ( 1 ) 

(3) Attachment of the Estate without cancella- 

tion of Settlement leases instead of or m 
addition to Nos (1) and (2).

N B — For the last two processes pievious 
sanction of the Chief Commissioner is 
essential. 

The issue of warning is meant to warn the defaulter, 
that he should pay the arrear within the time specified, 
otheiwise other piocesses for recovery will be taken 

If the warning is not attended to, the Collector has 
power to get the defaulter arrested and bi ought to the 
Tehsil where he can be kept under personal restraint for 
10 days oi until he pays such arrears or portion thereof. 

If the arrear is not paid within 10 days and no good 
reason for delay of payment is shown, the Collector 
may commit the defaulter to the Civil Jail for 6 months 
if the amount of arrears is less than Rs 500/- and if 
the ammount is more than Rs 500/. for one year. 

The Collector can empower Tehsildars to issue a 
warning and a warrant of arrest and to keep the defaulter 
under personal restramt for 10 days or more. 

In adopting mode No. (2) attachment of moveable 
property of the defaulter will be effected but the follow- 
ing articles are not liable to attachment — 

(1) Implements and materials used in husbandly

(E) Transfer to a Solvent Malguzar 

Transfer to a Solvent Malguzar of an estate for 
which arieais aie due to a solvent Malguzar may be 
ordered by the Collector, if a co-shaier (Malguzar) or 
mortgagee 01 othei mcumbrancei offers to take ovei the 
holding and pays the arrears in lump sum or instalments

A Patwari is a Government servant who keeps the 
accounts of the distribution of Government jama between 
the Government and the MalgUzar as well as accounts 
of the various kinds of village income He has also to 
maintain the record of rights and other harvest inspec- 
tion papers. 

A candidate for the Patwariship should possess the 
following qualifications — - 

(1) He knows Hindi (Nagn) fairly well 

(2) He can work out simple sums of Arithmetic 

such as occur in Patwan’s work 

(3) He has good physical health and good eye 

sight. 

(4) He is not less than 17 or more than 25 

years of age 

(5) He has good character and social position. 

A Patwari can be appointed and dismissed under the 
orders of a Collector and m such appointment the near- 
relationship of an ex- Patwari who has not been dismissed 
for any misconduct will be given preference provided 
the near relation has passed the Patwari Examination. 

If for any reason an unpassed candidate is appointed 
he should pass the prescribed examination whithin 18 
months at the utmost otherwise he should be removed

If a landlord desires to eject a tenant-at-will lie may 
serve bnu with a written notice not less than one month, 
before the commencement of the agricultural year 
If he does not qmt the land before the agricultural year 
commences, the landlord may present an application to 
the Revenue Officer for help to eject 

The Revenue Officer if satisfied that the tenant is a 
tenant-at-will and the notice of ejectment was served as 
required may order the ejectment of such tenant. 

Any tenant may be ejected m execution of a deciee 
for arrears of rent if such decree has remained unsatisfied 
for one month. 

The tenant who has made any permanent improve- 
ment by sinking a well, constructing an embankment, 
planting, draining or otherwise is not to be ejected unless 
the landlord pays him the value of such improvement at 
the time of ejectment.

PART III. 

ILand Heirenue Settlement. 

{ A ) Assessment oe Land Revenue 

A settlement of an estate owned by one person shall 
be offered to that person, when it is owned by several 
persons it may be offered to such persons or Lambardars 
or other representatives. The term for which it is made 
shall be fixed by the Chief Commissioner with the 
previous sanction of the Co vemoi -General m Council 
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When the Settlement Officei has satisfied himself for 
what amount an estate should he assessed he shall 
declare it to the persons to whom the settlement of such 
estate is to he made and they shall execute an agreement 
m wilting They will be responsible for payment of 
such amount from the date the Chief Commissioner may 
dnect 

\ 

The Settlement Officer may exclude those persons 
from such estate who refuse to accept the proposed 
assessment and may make a settlement of such estate 
with any other person or may take such estate under his 
dnect management Such exclusion m no case should 
extend beyond the term of the settlement. 

The persons who have been excluded shall be entitled 
from the Government duimg the time of their exclusion

All these connections aie to be com- 
pleted by the 31 st May The copy on tracing cloth shall 
he kept by the Pat wan with his Settlement Volume foi 
permanent recoid purposes. 

The Girdawar is personally responsible for the coireet 
and upto date maintenance of the village maps for all 
villagses m his cncle He shall therefoie : — 

(a) See that these present rules and mstiuctions 

are carefully earned out the Patwans 

( b ) Check as many as possible of these changes 

observed on the map and. 

(c) Run a check line with the chain and quarter 

staff diagonally wheie a whole chak is 
changed in order to test the accuiacy of 
the Patwans’ work. 

(d) Report for orders any Patwan who is found 

to be neglecting this work of harvest to 
harvest map conection. 

(e) In token of his having observed the above 

directions the Gndawar shall sign the 
Khasra entnes lelatmg to all the changes 
which he has checked.

Except m the case of cotton the whole operation 
shall he made m the presence of the officer experimenting 
and if the first picking of cotton has been conducted m 
the presence of the officer experimenting subsequent

The crop should not be cut till is completely ripe. 

The field for selection should be of as laige an area 
as possible and m appearance should not be above oi 
lielow the average for the season on the class of land. 

Except in the case of cotton, the area cut should be 
always 5 biswas. In the case of cotton ciop the jaiea 
must be such as can be easily identified at the time of 
the subsequent pickings and be marked on the ground. 
It should be measured at the tune of the experiment and 
its area in acres be calculated.

If the estimate of the bje-products is to he 
taken, their weights be entered below that of the main 
product The outturn must be reduced to its ordinary 
marketable form before weighment The results should 
he reported to the Commissioner by the 1st of June each 
year. 

The person who suffeis any loss by the experiments 
should be compensated or if he has rendered any assis- 
tance it should he acknowledged. The cost of these 
experiments is nothing hut trifling however its funds 
be allotted by the Commissionei .
